The calling of the State Democratic Con- 
vention for so early a date as April 
has caused a revival of interest in State 
as well as national politics, and gossip 
about candidates, slates and combinations’ 
is heard wherever a few politicians with 
‘inside information” are gathered together. 
A highly interesting budget of gossip was. 
given to a Post-Dispatch man last night 
by a well-known Missourian who recently 
returned from a visit to Washington. He 
said: . 
found in Washington that Capt. Les- 
ueur and Mr. Siebert had tried to leave the: 
impression with the reporters that they 
were there on department business.“ As 
a matter of fact, I have good reason to be- 
lieve that they had no department business 
in Washington, but were there to feel the 
pulse of our delegation and to endeavor to 
fix up a siate for our State Convention 
when it meets for the nomination of State 
officers. They tried to reach Cockrell in 
many ways, in order to get him in the 
race for Governor, and while it is true 
perhaps that they did not ask him directly 
to make the race, they brought influence to 
bear on him through others.

They 
suggested that he had great strength with 
the Union element, and that it might be 
well to break away from the ex-Confederate 
control of the party in Missouri. There 
Was no encouragement for Fyan. They 
then put out feelers in the direction of 
Dockery. Dockery was cautious but will- 
ing. They succeeded in getting Vest to call 
on Dockery at Willard’s Hotel. This was 
something of an achievement, because 
Vest has scarcely spoken to Dockery in a 
year and cordially detests him. Vest is re- 
orted to have told Dockery that he (Dock- 
ry) could be elected, but that hardly any 
one else mentioned in connection with the 
Governorship could be. Dockery gave no 

tive answer, but did not decline. 

“Col. Bill Phelps was in Washington not | 
long ago, and while there stated to one of 
his friends that Seibert was his candidate 
for Governor and would be supported by 
him and his interests. This means the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway. Seibert professes to 
be a free silver man, and vrobably would 
be if left to himself. It is a fact, however, 
that his brother and his closest associates 
and most of the clerks in his office are out- 
eg) against fiee silver, and are with 
the Cleveland men on that ‘ssue. 

“I suggest, by the way, that you keep an 
eye on Seibert. He really does not wish to be 
a candidate for Governor, but you will tind 
that a strong though quiet effort is being 
made in his behalf. The pulse of the poli- 
ticiags is being felt, and if the movement 
develops strength he will be put forward 
by the gold men ag a sort of compromise 
candidate. Perhaps you are aware that it is 
the intention of the gold men to ffisist on 
recognition in framing the State ticket. 
Realizing that they haven't the ghost of a 
chance to capture the.delegxtion to the Na- 
tional Convention, they will insist, in the 
interest of harmony, that they te allowed 
to name at least half tne State ticket They 
are especially anxious about the Board of 
Bqualization, They will make a desperate 
effort to maintain the majority on tnat 
board which thev how have. 


“One other thing of Interest which I 
learned while in Washington is that the gold 
men have by no means given up the hope of 
dividing the Missouri delegation to Chi- 
cago. They expect to secure some of the 
district delegates, and for these they will 
select their most conspicuous and noisiest 
men. These few will be picked up by the 
Administration men at Chicago and cod- 
dled. The boast in Washington is that these 
few will overshadow in the convention and 
in the councils of the leaders the rest of the 
Missouri delegation. j The gold men also

Illinois, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Georgia and Alabama. They claim that 
they will have a majority p 
from Louisiana and Texas“ Senator Mills, 
who has lately become a strong anti-silver 
man, dees not admit this claim regarding 
Texas. He says that the Texas delegation 
will be nearly solid for silver. It is possi- 
ble that the Louisiana delegation will be 
divided, but it is probable that a majority 
of its members will be for free silver.

When the dor was forced it was discov- 
ered that Cohinette had been dead for 
hours. He had committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himself through the heart and left a 
letter addressed to the Coroner assigning 
melancholia as the cause for the deed. 

Collinette occupied the front room on the 
third floor, where he did his own cooking. 
He retired early last night, but was no- 
ticed to,have brought in beer several] times 
in the course of the evening. About mid- 
night Charles Wentz, who rooms on the 
same floor, was awakened by two reports 
which he took to be pistol shots. He heard 
nothing else and went to sleep again. 

Collinette was apparently an industrious 
and sober man. He has lived here about 
two years and came to St. Louis from De 
Soto, Mo. In his letter to Coroner Wait he 
requested that a verdict of suicide be re- 
turned. He stated that he had suffered 
from melancholia for years and would have 
killed himself long ago but for his father. 
When his father died he could no longer 
resist the desire to quit this. world.

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Demands That Illinois Democrats 
Repudiate Their Platform. 


STATE COMMITTEE NOTIFIED. 


The Cause of Free Ceinage Must Be 
~. Deserted and Gold-Standard 
Delegates Sent to Chicago. 


CHICAGO, III., Feb. 4.—A local paper to- 
day prints the following: Plans for the 
Democratic campaign in Illinois have been 
twisted out of shape by William R. Mor- 
rison. Through his Meutenants, William 8. 
Forman and William R Brinton, Col. Mor- 
rison sent word to the Democratic State 
Executive Committee that the free silver 


idea must be repudiated before they could 
use his name with authority as a p en- 
tial candidate. More than this, he insisted 
that the delegates to the National Conven- 
tion from Illinois must sound money 
Democrats. If the State organization of 
which Gov. Altgeld is the head, attempts 
to send silver men to the National Conven- 
tion Col. Morrison gives notice that he will 
come to Illinois in person to lead the fight 
against the silver advocates. 

The @hembers of the State Executive 
Democratic Committee were astonished 
When they were taken aside one by one by 
Forman or Brinton and told of Mr. Morri- 
son’s instructions. Sunday Mr. Forman was 
in communication with Morrison. When the 
committee met every member was informed 
of Col. Morrison’s views. Nothing was said 
in the meeting, although the committee took 
occasion to give the presidential candidate 
a slap by repudiating the action of his 
chief supporter, B. T. Cable. All the mem- 
bers of the committee were present at the 
meeting. while the hotel was well filled with 
oe Democrats from all over the 

ate. 

Chairman Hinrichsen has been informed 
of Col. Morrison’s stand before he called the 
meeting to order. He and his silver col- 
leagues on the committeee had accepted 
Col. Morrison as a presidential candidate, 
presuming he would not question the finan-

Local, Physicians Have Not Sufficient 
Data on Roentgen’s Process. 


St. Louis physicians are scouring the 
scientific journals for data on the marvelous 
Roentgen photographing process with a 
view to experiments of their own. As yet, 
however, so little has appeared that work 
on a scientific basis is not possible. The 
newspaper articles have aroused the great- 
est interest, but they have not been suffi- 
ciently definite for sciéntific use. 

One of the most ardent students of pho- 
tography is Dr. Amand, N. Ravold of 2806 
Morgan street. He is an expert in the use 
of the camera and microscope and has 
made some valuable inventions of his own. 

Among others w one which enabled him 
to a ballet as it sped from the 
gun. What Dr. Raveld wants to do now is 
to photograph the bullet after it lands in 
somebody's carcass and this can be done 
with Roentgen’s method.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 4. -The Sen- 
ate Committee on Finance decided at noon 
to-day to report as à substitute for the 
tariff bill a measure providimg for the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

The substitute was suggested by Senator 
Vest and was agreed to by a majority of 
one—Senator Jones of Nevada, voting with 
the De ts for the substitute, and all 
the Republicans present voting against it.

The substitute agreed to is in the exact 
words of the silver substitute for the bond 
bill which passed the Senate on Saturday. 
It provides for the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 18 to 1; directs the immediate 
coinage into standard do of the silver 
seigniorage in the Treasury, accumulated 
by the purchase under the Sherman act; 
prohibits the issuance of national bank 
notes of a smaller denomination th $10, 
and directs the Secretary of the T ury 
to redeem greenbacks and Treasury notes 
in either gold or silver exclusively, at the 
option of the Secretary, and to re-issue 
greenbacks. . 0 

The meeting of the conmimittee did not last 
to exceed half an hour and was devoid of 
especial feature “beyond the offering and 
adoption of the substitute. The Republicans 
brought up the tariff bill and expressed a 
desire to get it out of committee in some 
shape. When Mr. Vest proposed the silver 
substitute it was remarked that the Senate 
nad already been through one silver fight 
Shis. session, and the bellef was expressed 
that another contest could avail little or 
nothing. When, however, the vote was taken 
and the result known, the Republicans made 
no effort to delay She report to the Senate. 

As soon as the action of the committee 
became known it Was recognized that the 
fate of. the bill would.depend largely, if not 
entirely, upon the way it would be received 
by the silver Republicans. 

The report proved a complete surprise to 
them and was unfavorably received with- 
out exception so far as could be discovered. 
They immediately began a movement to 
have the two propositions, tariff and silver, 
separated, and they will generally support 
Senator Quay’s motion to this effect. The 
silver Republicans seen, expressed them- 
selves as follows: 

Senator Mitchell of Oregon:

But His Scheme to Crush Gomez 
Fell Through. 


GIVEN THE SLIP AGAIN. 


Reports of a Fight in Which “the Cay- 
alry Maintained the Glorious 
Reputation of Our Arms.“ 


HAVANA, Feb. 4.— Gen. Marin may be 
a great warrior; but he is a Spaniard, and 
the American sense of humor is denied 
him. His vaulting ambition to crush the in- 
surgents with one cruel blow—thus making 
Weyler’s mission a superfluous one—has 
been announced in these dispatches. He 
was to come down on the tnsurgent fold 
like the Assyrien, whereat the Cuban rebels 


were to melt as snow. 

Marin hag finally succeeded in sighting 
the soldiers under Gomez. It was,a great 
day for the Spaniards. At last ey had 
tracked and cornered the elusive rebel: and 
Marin, the modern Cid, would make mince- 
meat of him: 

This was at.the Luz. plantation, some 
thirty miles from Havana; and the courier 
who brought the good news was welcomed 
with open arms by the loyalists of the 
capital, who expected nothing less than 
the announcement of Gomez’s utter rout. 
Senor Segundo Cabo tore open the signed 
report with traditional trembling hands, and 
this is what he read in.Marin’s hand-writ- 


“Knowing Gomez had a camp at Luz, 1 
sent an advance to attack him. Seven 
squadrons of cavalry, under Col. Ruiz, com- 
posed this vanguard, which engaged the in- 
surgents’ advance near San Antonio planta- 
tion, throwing themselves on the enemy and 
scattering them. Our horsemen impeutous- 
ly, but in perfect order, charged the second 
line, putting it completely to rout. The 
cavalry maintained the glorious reputation 
of our arms. 

“Our losses consisted of a Lieutenant and 
Sergeant and two soldiers wounded. . The 
enemy had twenty killed, eleven of these 
from saber wounds. The third column, under 
Gen. Cornell, operating in combination with 
the other two, in pursuing the bands which 
are endeavoring to unite with Gomez. I do 
nod know the result.“ ö 

As an explanation of Marin’s failure it 
is sisted that the rebel chieftains are 
declining to give battle save in skirmishing 
affairs with advance or rear . There 
are various theories about their western 
movements—one that it was cane burning, 
another that it was to meet the Hawkins 
expedition, another that it was to adver- 
tise the rebellion as appearing near Ha- 
vana. Whatever it was, Gomez promised 
his sympathizers in the Province of Matan- 
zas as he passed through coming this way 
that he would return in this month and 
take complete military possession of that 
district. 


COLD-BLOODED MURDER. 


The Spanish Government Begins a 
War of Extermination. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Feb. 4.—Word comes 
from Havana that the Government has pre- 
pared lists of “suspects” in nearly every 
city in the island, and these lists have been 
turned over to the Spanish volunteers. 


Ostenaibly the volunteers are instructed to 
arrest those suspects, but under the policy 
Spain has adopted since the recall of Cam- 
pos, the word “arrest” is almost synony- 
mous with murder. 
3 Last Thursday the Captain of a company 
of volunteers at Hoyos Calorado, a town 
south of Havana, received a list containing 
the names of 100 suspects, with orders to ar- 
rest them and take them to Havana. Most 
of the suspects escaped, but volunteers cap- 
tured about thirty and started to Havana.

The Police Have a New Theery About 
D. M. Leudon's Fate. 


Detectives who are working on the mys- 
terious death of D. M. Loudon at 2660 Pine 
street Sunday night arrived at the conclu- 
sion Tuesday that Loudon was not mur- 
dered and that he did not commit suicide. 
They think that he unintentionally took 
more laudanum than his system could 


stand. 
Detective O'Connell ig firmly convinced of 


this. 

“Loudon was afflicted with a complication 
of diseases which caused him continual ag- 
ony,” said O'Connell. “He took laudanum 
to relieve this pain, and not because the 


habit had grown on him. The drug kept 
undermining his system and the diseases 
with which he was afflicted assisted it until 
Loudon, just before his death, was nothing 
but skin and kone. I believe that what he 
thought would be his regular dose Sunday 
night proved too much. 

“The woman with him may have been in 
the room at the time and seeing him die 
took his money and fled. This theory,, how- 
ever, does not mean that we have dropped 
the case. We are endeavoring to find some 
trace of this woman, for, until she is lo- 
eated, I believe the mystery will remain 
unsolved.” 

Tuesday another element of mystery was 
added to the case. A telegram from Altoona, 
Pa., Monday stated that the man’s name 
was D. M. Loudon, and that his wife lived 
in Altoona. 

“John Hoelderle and his wife, saloon and 
boarding-house keepers at Seventeenth 
street and Clark avenue, brought a new 
name into the case when they called at the 
Morgue Tuesday morning and identified 
Loudon as a man who had stopped with 
them about two weeks ago. He called at 
their place two weeks ago last Friday, 
they said, and made arrangements with 
them for two meals a day. His lodgings were 
not known to the Hoelderles. When asked’ 
for his name the man wrote “Oliver Spon- 
viller, Altoona, Pa., on a card and gave it 
to his host.“ 

He told Mrs. Hoelderle that he had a 
wife and son living in Altoona and that he 
was E there as foreman of a car 
shop. e wore a blue suit of clothes and 
G. A. R. buttons. His object in coming to 
St. Louis, he said, was to secure a change 
of climate and also to inspect the car foun- 
dries. He remained with the Hoelderles 
till a week ago last Friday, when he told 
them that he was going to Altoona the next 
day, but would return shortly. 

Mrs. Hoelderle, at “Sponviller’s” request, 
prepared a bed for him and he spent that 
night there. On the following day he left 
and that was tho last seen of him alive by 
the Hoelderles. 

When they saw Loudon’s picture in the 
papers, they noticed a resemblance to 
“Sponviller’ and called at the Morgue to 
verify their opinion. Hoelderle was posi- 
tive that Loudon and Sponviller were one

The Supreme Court Reverses the Case 
ef Poisoner Thempson.

Another murderer has been given a new 


lease of life. 

Division No. 2 of the State Supreme Court 
reversed and remanded the case of the 
State against George Thompson, the negro 
poisoner. 

Between commutations of sentences and 
reverses by the higher courts and failures 
to convict in the lower courts it has become 
almost impossible to hang a man in this 
State, no matter what his crime. 

The jail now contains thirty-nine murder- 
ers and the number is ever on the increase, 
but hangings are like angels’ visits. ‘ 

Thompson poisoned Sexton Cunningham 
of St. Peter’s Episcopal Church a year ago 
last fall. He had formerly been sexton of the 
old church, but when the new building was 
erected Cunningham was put in his place. 

This made Thompson angry, and he 
planned to get even. He put up a lunch of 
beer and cheese, into which he put a quan- 
tity of strychnine and took it to the church 
one Saturday where Organist Franklin S. 
Beckett was practicing. Cunningham was 
pumping for him. 

Thompson said the lunch had tome from 
the house of a neighboring lady. The men 
ate it and both became very ill. Cunning- 
ham died in great agony, but Beckett re- 
covered. 

The case against Thompson was regarded 
as very strong, although he always protest- 
ed his innocence, , 

Thompson did not seem to be affected in 
the slightest when told that the Supreme 
Court had reversed his case.

IHRE COAL COMBINE. 


The new anthracite coal combine pro- 
poses to rob the people of the United 
States of $38,000,000 a year. 

We use the word rob because no other 
fits the action of the trust in increasing 
the price of coal so that $38,000,000 a year 
will be added to its profits and an addi- 
tional $15,000,000 squeezed out of the coal 
consumers before the close of this winter. 

This increase of price is an arbitrary 
act of a monopoly combine. There is not 
a shadow of justification for it in the 
cost of coal productiom or even in the in- 
crease of the demand relative to the sup- 
ply, As a matter of fact, in order to cre- 
ate conditions favorable to an increase 
of price it is necessary to restriet the out- 
put. 

Three great wrongs, three direct viola- 
tions of the anti-trust law, are involved 
in the action of the coal combine—the 
agreed restriction of production, the 
agreed elimination of competition and 
the regulation of prices. The arbitrary 
increase of price is equivalent to a levy 
of taxes by a sovereign power. 

But coal is a necessity and no civilized 
government would dare levy ; a 
direct tax on a necessity, the cost of 
which affects the neeessary expenses of 
every person in the country. But it is 
levied by railroads holding charters 
from the Government. In other. words, 
the privileged creatures of the Govern- 
ment levy on.the citizens a robber tax 
which the Government itself would not 
dare levy. 

If the railroad coal combine can hold 
together and loot the people, the laws to 
protect the people from monopoly oppres- 
sion are not worth a fillip or the officials 
charged with their enforcement should 
be kicked out of office in disgrace. 


THE FREE LIBRARY. 


Librarian Crunden has not gone a whit 
beyond reason when he says that $1,000,- 
000 is wanted for the new home of the 
Free Library. At least that sum could 
be well expended in the building, and 
there should be no difficulty in securing it 
from the wealth of St. Louis. 

A magnificent library building is the 
noblest gift a man can make to a com- 
munity and the best memorial he can 
build for himself. It is the highest proof 
of Hie and civilization. The compe- 
tition between wealthy men to build and 
between communities to secure the most 
beautiful libraries is most commendable. 
New York has just consolidated the 
great library properties of the city, the 
Astor, Tilden and Lenox libraries, in 
order to secure one great library. Chi- 
cago has a $2,000,000 library and Boston is 
just completing a library which combines 
admirable examples of all the fine arts, 
St. Louis should be in the front rank of 
the competition. 

A library building should be a mon- 
ument of art, an example and instructor 
of the fine arts. That is the kind of li- 
brary St. Louis should have in which 
to house the books of 6 It is 
to be hoped,, therefore, that de Library 
Board will not have to ¢ncroach upon the 
limited means at their command to build 
it. St. Louisams should see that the 
board is provided with sufficient money 
to build a Ubrary worthy of the city’s 
greatness,

Our Attempts to Buy Cuba. 


From the Chicago Record. 
Several attempts have been made by the 


United States to purchase Cuba. The first 


was by John Quincy Adams. When he was 
Secretary of State under President Monroe 
he instructed Hugh Nelson of Virginia, our 
Minister to Spain, under date of April 28, 
1823, to sound the Spanish Government on 
the question and ascertain what terms and 
price would be accepted. Mr. Nelson seems 
to have taken his time about it, for more 
than two yegrs later, on the 12th of July, 
1825, he reports that the Spanish authorities 
decline to consider such a proposition, In 
1848 President Polk instructed Romulus M. 
Saunders, then American Minister at Mad- 
rid, to offer $100,000,000 for the island. The 
proposition was rejected in a most per- 
emptory manner. In 184, during the ad- 
ministration of President Pierce the rep- 
resentatives of the United States attending, 
the Ostend conference, Messrs. Soule, Buch- 
anan and Mason, suggested to the represen- 
tatives of Spain the sale of the island to 
this government, but no sum of money was 
mentioned, nor was the offer seriously con- 
sidered. During the sessions of the Senate 
in 1858 and 1859 Mr. Slidell of Virginia pro- 
posed to place $30,000,000 in the hands of the 
President for the acquisition of Cuba, but 
after some debate the resolution was with- 
drawn by the author. <u

That Is if gt. Louis New Chinese 
Doctor May Be Believed. 


Here is a physician indorsing the smoking 
of opium. He is a Chinese physician and his 
name is Dr. Toung Mon Fung. He has de- 
voted eight years to the study of medicine 
and as many more to its practice. 

The school of medicine do which Dr, Young 
belongs is the Chinese school, and he took 
his degree at the school in Canton, China, 
known as Po Poo Chy. Until two years ago 
he was the medical attache of the Chinese 
Legation at Washington, D. C., where he 
has made his home until his recent arrival in 
St. Louis. 

He is sufficiently familiar with the materia 
medica of the West to have secured a license 
from the Missouri State Board of Mealth 
and on Monday secured the necessary pa- 


pers from the St. Louis pea officers to 


practice his profession in St. uis. 

The coming of Dr. Young Mon Fung has 
been the occasion of rejoicing among the 
Chinese residents of S3. Louis. For a year 
they have been trying to induce him to take 
up, his residence in St. Louis. 

eretofore when a St. Louis. Chinaman 
fell seriously-ill, having little confidence in 
the skill of Christian physicians, he found 
himself hard put to it to recover, Wien their 
own remedies, the Chinese have managed 
to worry along, but they seriously felt the 
need of a physician of their own nationality. 
Yielding to their insistence, Dr. Young came 
to 88. uis about three weeks o to look 
over the field. There are about 600 Chinese in 
St. Louis, according to the information se- 
cured by the doctor, and some 1,500 scattered 
through the State. With a Chinese physician 
in St. uls, this city, he thinks, will become 
headquarters for those in the State. Besides 
he expects to oe his patronage among 
American residents,

PLENTY OF AARD COAL, 


The Anthracite. Ooal Trust Has No 
Terrors for St. Louisans. 


The gigantic anthracite coal trust recently 
formed in the ‘Hast will probably have no 
effect whatever on the prices of coal in the 


St. Louis district. 

At least that is the opinion of Albert L. 
Berry, Vice-President of the Berry-Horn 
Coal Co. To a Post-Dispatch reporter Mr. 
Berry said: . 

“I do not think that the St. Louisans have 
anything to fear from an advance in anthra- 
cite coal for the balance of the season. 
Although reports show the forming of a 
trust in the East, there ig now at East St. 
Louis d along the line of the roads await- 
ing unloading some 1,200 cars of anthracite 
coal destined for this market, most of which 
was shipped just prior to the advance of 
freight rates, Jan. >, 208 as we have had 
only four days in the month of January 
when the thermometer reached the freezing 
point. unless very severe weather ensues 

etween now and the first of April, the 
coal in cars will hardly be consumed before 
spring opens. 

“Chicago has more coal on her docks than 
she has ever before at this time of the 
year, and Kansas City, Omaha and Mis, 
sourl River points have coal enough to 
last them until the middle of next season, 
which costs between $4.50 and $5.50 delivered 
at Omaha and Kansas City. This is 
* by the Western nee making a dol- 
ar rate from Chicago through to issouri 
River points during the fall, so that none 
of the coal now being held at East St. 


Louis and along the lines of the different 


trunk roads could be used for shipment 
West unless it is a few cars to local points. 

“Large stocks of coal are also at Buf- 
falo, and facilities for shipping from there 
are such that two companies shipped us 

y odd cars in two days 
about the first of the year, or six tra 
loads of twenty-flve cars each. 

The cost of the coal cuts but little 
eure in anthracite business, as the rate 
of freights is nearly three times the cost 
of the, coal. The average freight to East 
St. Louis on the one hundred and forty 
cars recently shipped us is $91 to the car, 
and with the transfer added makes it near- 
ly $100 per car, while the cost of the coal 
averaged only about $32. It is not the
